On the peninsula of Rerik-West there is a large radar screen which can 
revolve and move up and down* The radar is of the lollowing type.

2. Artillery positions . 

Near the radar and the buildings (ad Al), four to five gun batteries, 
probably of about k and 7*5 cm. 

The batteries were firing at a twin-engined jet towing a sleeve-type target. 
The Jet had small wings, its two engines were built into the wings and 
were not connected with the fuselage. 


3 . Firing Ranges . 

At Point 23 of sketch (on what remains of the runways of the former Domier 
Works), a^ie ifiriiig 1 ranges b;jF Soviet military personnel stationed in 

Wismar. Manually operated firearms were used in practice firing. (See Attachment) 


4. Glider Traffic Tower 

At Point 2k of sketch, a small tower is located which serves as a glider 
control tower; glider activity occurs primarily on Sundays. The control 
tower has the familiar wind sock and a powerful wind gauge.
